against Curtin in the Legislature of ]S«7. 
Juay was then asnppDrterof Cuiiin and 
igiiinst Cameron. 
He was the Curtin 


andidate for Speaker of the House and 
vas defeated by a shrewd combination 
'f the Held against Curtin in the Sena- 
.orial lace, tinder the lead o( Cameron 
limself. After Cameron's nomination 
Quay supported him, and thereafter lie 
was Cameron's most effective lieutenant 
until the retirement of the elder Came- 
ron and the advent of Ins sou, .]. Donald 
Cameron, when Quay became the abso- 
lute leader of the party organization. 
That mastery he has maintained, as sub- 
ordinate under Ihe elder Cameron and 
as master Mith the younger Cameron, 
for nearly thirty yeais. During all that 
time, with the single "xception of IMis. 
when Ctirtin carried the Mate Conven- 
tion as a candidate for Vice Piesldcnt 
against Cameron, the mastery oC the 
Cameron-Quay and the Quay-Cameron 
domination has been supreme in the lie- 
publican parly. 


It would be idle to assume that the 


present issue between Senator Quay and 
Governor Hastings is in any sense a per- 
sonal one. U a an open and avowed 
itrugi;le for party control, and it is the 
logical sequence of the defeat of Penrose 
for Mayor in this city in January lust by 
the perfidy of Martin and Poiter. That 
was the first step toward the ovei throw 
of Quay, and it meant much more than 
the mere defeat of Penrose. It meant

Juay; with Philadelphia likely to elect a 
decided majority of delegates against him 
and with the patron-ge now in the hands 
of the Governor, the chances would seem 
a be decidedly in favor of Hastings. It 
s announced that Quay concedes his 
Election as president of the convention 
without a contest, and as the president 
of the convention and the candidates on 
the State ticket usvally select the chair- 
man of the State committee, and with 
six of the seven State candidates just 
ipw to be appointed by the Governor 
limself, Quay could not iiope to lie made 
chairman by thai tribunal. His only 
chance of success as chairman would be 
n carrying his election by a direct vote 
of the convention. The convenlion is 
•lie supreme authority of the party ; it 
can choose the chairman in any-way it 
pleases, and at times the chairman has 


een thus selected. To win his Dght 
herefpre. Quay must control an absolute 
najorily ot the members of the conven- 
tion on the issue of electing himself. 


While the Governor's power is great 


jecatise of present patronage, the one 
liing that may make Republican leaders 
hroughqut the State halt in opposition 
to Quay is the fact that ne has yet four 
years to serve in the Senate. The Re- 
publicans hope to elect the next Presi- 
dent, and Quay as the head of the Re- 
lublican Congressional committee, and 
ntimately associated with the men who 
will manage the national contest and 
irestimably contiol the favors of the 
lew President, will have two years to 
erve as Senator under the new Republi- 
,an administration, during which time 
ts favors are generally dispensed. The 
ew Judges and other generally unim- 
portant pllices in the gift of the Governor 
will weigh but little with considerate 
politicians against the control of the en- 
ire Federal patronage of the State. 
That is Quay's stronghold in his pres- 
nt battle, and it is possible that the con- 
ention may unanimously make Ilas- 
ings president of the convention, unan- 
mously nominate Hastings' appointees 
or Superior Judges, and then balance 
the account by electing Quay chairman 
of the Republican State committee. If 
he cannot thus be elected he must be 
defeated, and with Quay would fall 
Cameron; carrying with him all his 
Senatorial and Presidential hopes.— 
Phila. Times.

AJVD VETOES. 


KLKCTKIC t-IGHT 11II,I.S TETOE1) 1ND 


OTIIKIt IMPORTANT BUSIVKSS. 


Governor Hastings last T uesday vetoed 


the infamous electric light bills which 
were rushed through the Legislature in 
the closing week of the session and 
against which there has since been a per- 
fect storm of protests from all over the 
State. The bills, which were familiarly 
known as the Hackenberg "electric light 
snakes," would have cost the people of 
Philadelphia millions of dollars, while 
every town in the State would have had 
to contribute its quota to the fabulous 
profits of the Combine. 


The first one, known officially as Senate 


bill No. 292, was intended nominally to 
extend to cities the privilege already en- 
joyed by boroughs of manufacturing 
electricity for municipal purposes. The 
"snake" is, however, in making compul- 
sory the purchase of any private com- 
pany's plant before such municipal plant 
can be put in operation. The old bill 
left it optional, and the whole trouble 
was made by changing the single word 
"may" to "shall." 


The second bill is Senate bill Xo. 2')4, 


and was to give electric light, heat and 
power companies a monopoly by prevent 
ing new companies from going into ter- 
ritory already occupied by an exis'.ing 
company. 


In his reasons for vetoing the first of 


the two bills the Governor says a law of 


1887 that kind would foster monopolies and 
1SHO practically shut out cities from prevent- 


ing extortion. In the second veto mes- 
sage he says the bill would give electric 
light companies sole rights to streets 
through which their wires now run. and 
that if a municipality were to desire to 
engage in furnishing electric light to the 
public, it would practically be shut out 
from its own streets. Besides the bill is 
monopolistic and would shut out compe- 
tition in the matter of furniahingekctrie 
lights. 


In view of these facts the Governor 


says he could not see his way clear to 
sign the bill. 


The Governor also vetoed the bills 


providing for the payment to the county 
or counties of the moneys or bonus 
which any foreign railway corporation is 
required to pay into the State Treasury 
for the right to pass through laid county 
or counties, and by which payment such 
foreign railway corporation is relieved 
from local taxation. 


SIGNED BY THE GOVERNOR. 


Regulating the advertisement of all 


notices required to be published by law 
in cities of the first and second class. 


Regulating the letting of contracts for 


the erection and construction of public 
buildings. 


To amend an act to prevent any life ortirtyv 


insurance companies or agent thereof do- 
ing business in Pennsylvania from mak- 
ing or permitting any distinction or dis- 
crimination in favor of individuals be- 
tween insurants of the said class and 
eiiual expectation of life in the amount 
or payment of premiums or rates charg- 
ed for polices of lite or endowment in- 
surance, and providing a penalty lor 
violation thereof, approved 7th of May, 
1889, extending its provisions so as to 
include insurants, and enlarging the 
penalty for the violation thereof. 


Further supplement to an act to pro- 


vide for the incorporation and regulation 
of certain corporations approved 20th of 
April, 1874, to further provide for the 
incorporation and regulation of corpora- 
tions heretofore or hereafter incorporat- 
ed for the purpose of the supply, storage, 
or transportation of water and water 
power for commercial and manufactur- 
ing puiposes. 


To amend section one of an act rela- 


tive to the admission and instruction of 
children of soldiers of. the late war of the 
rebellion in the common schools of the 
districts of those in which their parents,

convicted of the murder of Sallie K.

All day groups of men stood 
about discussing the murder, and Price's 
effort to implicate School Teacher Cork- 
ran in the crime.

The Soil's Moisture. 


118 Absorption hy the Air Prevented by Cul- 


tivation. Virtue and Value of Tillage. 


It is well known that cultivation pre- 


vents loss of moisture, but ths difference 
in the loss or retention of moisture be- 
tween a hard and compact soil and one 
that has been loosened with the plow or 
cultivator is greater than may be sup- 
posed by those who have not given the 
subject their consideration. Professor 
Babcock, of the Wisconsin Experiment 
Station, found that a piece of unplowed 
ground lost in seven days in early May 
as much as 1,304 pounds of water per 
day. while in July the loss was nearly 31 
tons daily, which was sufficient for the 
growth of a ton of dry matter of corn 
everj' ten Cays. The water in hard soils 
is brought to the surface through capil- 
lary tubes. The more compact the soil 
the flner and more numerous these tubes, 
which draw also from the sub-areas. It 
is also known ,TS a fact that water ap- 
plied to the surface so that it does not 
reach the lower roots serves but to de- 
prive the roots of moisture as such water 
draws more water to tlie surface than 
that below. 
DEEP TILLAGE PBEsERVES MOISTURE. 


The experiments made to determine 


the results of deep plowing in relation to 
moisture demonstrated that evaporation 
was decreased by plowing. A plot that 
was plowed lost but 4.65 tons of water 
from one foot of the surface, while an 
adjoining plot which was unplowed lost 
19.80 tons. It is important, therefore, to 
plow early, as the mulch made by the 
plow holds in the depths below a reserve 
of water which is thus checked in its 
progress of evaporation. It was demon- 
strated that fall plowing reserved in the 
ground nearly 55 tons more water per 
ac.e than unplowed ground. The plow 
is superior to the cultivator in mulching 
the soil, as it cuts off the surface to quite 
a depth and deposits it again wholly 
severed from the ground below. The 
value of the moisture saved or retained 
in the soil is an item to be considered in 
plowing, and the work must be done 
with due regard to the future effects on 
the soil as a preventive of loss during 
periods of drought. 


CULTIVATION PREVENTS LOSS. 


As there are many millions of small 


tubes in an acre of soil (the water rising 
to the surface by capillary attraction), 
the prevention of loss when the soil is 
cultivated is due to the breaking off of 
th« upper ends of the tubes and closing 
each with a deposit of earth, sealing 
them, so to say—and when the earth 
again becomes compacted and the tubes 
are again opened the cultivator repeats 
the same process of closing them. Deep 
tillage holds moisture better than shal- 
low tillage, but deep tillage may damage 
some crops by root-cutting. When the 
land is plowed to a depth of six inches 
aud the crop given deep cultivation in 
the early stages of growth of crops, shal- 
low cultivation is proper. The cultiva- 
tor, then, is not only a weed destroyer, 
but prevents loss of moistum by produc- 
ing a covering of loose earth over the 
soil and fortifying the crop against dry 
periods. Individual farmers, however, 
must be guided by the kinds of soil and 
the climate, but it is safe to claim that 
frequent cultivation gives good results 
on all farms.—Return.

Useful Hints. 


Tack little rolls of cotton batting, cov- 


ered with a dark cloth, under the rear 
ends of the rockers of the chair that 
makes a practice of "tipping over." 


Wash teapots thoroughly with strong 


soda aud water, and then rinse well and 
dry perfectly each day to prevent the 
curious hay-like smell often noticed in a 
teapot. 


In order to remove a glass stopper 


from a bottle heat the neck by holding 
over it a lighted match, or by pouring 
hot water over it. 


It is well to boil the molasses to be 


used for gingerbread, or at least heat it 
very hot before beating up the cake, and 
it will be greatly improved. 


Never allow left-over coffee or tea to 


stand in tin. 


Use a cloth to wash the potatoes for 


baking; it will save your hands. 


To make whites of eggs beat iniickly, 


put in a small pinch of salt. 


Keep all preserves, jellies and canned 


fruits In a cool, dark and dry place. 


A tablespoonful of kerosene added to 


the starch when boiling prevents it from 
sticking to the irons and leaves no odor. 


Do not attempt to extinguish the 


flames of blazing oil with water; it will 
only make them worse. Pour corn meal 
or flour quickly over them, or throw over 
a rug or anything handy that will exclude, 
the air. 


In washing embroideries done with 


crewels on a foundation of linen or crash 
the (irst time bran water should always 
be used to set the colors. To prepare 
the water pour a gallon hoiling hot over 
a pound of bran. Let the bran soak in 
the water a day, stirring it occasionally 
then strain it well. Put the article to 
be washed in the water when it is luke- 
warm, pressing and .squeezing it through 
the water until dean. Do not think of 
wringing dry, but press out all the mois- 
ture possible and dry in a warm place 
without exposure to sunlight. When it 
is still damp lay the right side on a flan- 
nel and press on the wrong side. Use 
only the best crewels if you expect them 
to wash well. 


The best kind of a laundry apron is 


made of rubber cloth or of blue or brown 
rlenim. The former is to be preferred, 
because it protects the dress best against 
a wetting. Some one suggested a desir- 
able out-of-door wrap for the house- 
worker not long ago to be made large 
and loose in jacket shape, with very big 
sleeves and a hood attached. This can 
be slipped over the dress when there are 
windows to wash, clothes to be hung on 
the line or any other out-of-door service 
to be done in cold or chilly weather. 


Here are a few of the many uses to 


which glycerine may be applied : Equal 
parts of bay rum and glycerine applied 
to the face after shaving make a man 
rise up and call the woman who provided 
it blessed. 
Applied to the shoes, glycer- 


ine is a great preservative of the leather 
aud effectually keeps out water and pre- 
vents wet feet. A few drops of glycer- 
ine put in the fruit jars the last thing 
before sealing them help to keep the pre- 
serves from moulding on top. For flatu- 
lency there is no better remedy than a 
teaspoonful of glycerine after each meal, 
ft will prevent and cuie chapped hands. 
Two or three drops will often stop the 
baby's stomachache. It will allay the 
thirst of a fever patient aud soothe an 
irritable cough by moistening the dry- 
ness of the throat.
